3 FOR the purpose of providing that, in Calvert County, when the county is acting as
4 the general contractor, certain purchases or contracts for lessthan a certain

5 amount may be awarded after obtaining a certain number of quotes and need

6 not comply with certain competitive bidding procedures; and generally relating
7 to exceptions to competitive bidding requirements in Calvert County.

15 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
16 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

19 (A) The following types of contracts may be awarded without complying with
20 the bidding procedures otherwise required under this subtitle:

21 (1) Purchases or contracts involving less than $15,000;

16 (B) FOR PURCHASES OR CONTRACTS INVOLVING LESS THAN $250,000 WHERE
17 THE COUNTY ISACTING ASTHE GENERAL CONTRACTOR, THE PURCHASE OR

18 CONTRACT MAY BE AWARDED AFTER THE COUNTY OBTAINS QUOTES FOR THE

19 PURCHASE OR CONTRACT FROM AT LEAST 3 VENDORS OR SUBCONTRACTORS.

20 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That thisAct shal take
21 effect October 1, 2003.
